News of the sinking of two Norwegian 
steamships by a German submarine late 
on. Monday afternoon about 100 miles 
east, of Cape Charles was brought here 
yesterday by the sixt9-eight -officers 
| and men comprising the crews, who ar- 
rived on the Norwegian steamship 
Brosund.~ The vessels. were the Vin- 
deggzen and the Henrik Lund. 

According to the stories‘ told by sur-: 
vivors on their arrival here the Vin- 
deggen, the first vessel overhauled, en~ 


countered the raiding U-boat early on 
Monday morning. The Vindeggen was/{

& rich find-for the U-boat commander, 
who, after overhauling the freighter; 
spent most of Monday in shifting eighty’ 
tons of ingots. to the submarine. Tis: 
crew of the Vindeggen had to unload the. 
copper from the mainhold and ‘pass ‘the 
ingots to the German seamen, who, used 
the ~steamship’s lifeboats to carry the 
metal to their own vessel. - 

Ship Stumbles Into Trap. 

The other steamship, the Henrik Lund, 
did not come along until the work of 
transferring the copper had been nearly 
completed, and, observing the Vindeggen 
apparently stopped, her Captain steamed 
up close to see if he could lend any aid: 
The U-boat in the meantime was hidden 
froin the officers on the bridge of the 
Henrik Lund by the Vindeggen, ‘Which 
Was between them. y 

Tne commander of the submarine, 
after the: Henrik~Lund had come. close 
enough, emerged from the cover of the 
Vindeggen and, quickl) approaching the 
Henrik Lund, ordered the Captain to get 
ready to leave the ship with his erew 
at once. An officer went gn board with 
three German sailors, and took three 
gackS™of sugar from the § storeroom, 
which were transferred to the U-boat. 


| He also took the ship’s papers and 


articles from. the 'cabin«. After the crew 
had got away from the Henrik Lund she 
Was sunk with bombs. 

By this time the transferring of the 
copper from the Vindeggen had beén 
completed, and the crew were ordered 
to leave the vessel, which was sunk 
with bombs, like the other Norwegian

Our Thrust Baffling Germans.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
June 12, (Afternoon.)—{The French 
lines hold all the way round from 
the important position .of Mery 
Plateau by the hamlets of St. Maur 
and Antheuil to Marest and Chevin- 
court. Time after time, last night 
and this morning, the gray-coated 
masges of General von Hutier came 
on only to be mowed down by waves 
of fire from the 75s and machine 
guns, and their remnants dispersed 


. with bayonet and grenade. 4 
The Germans made two minor raids : 


Yesterday’s French counterattacks 
met great bodies of the enemy pre- 
pared to force another advance. Four 
divisions were found to be ranged in 
a space of two miles.~ Hence the 
frightful intensity. of the combat 
and the abnormal slaughter. 

The French ‘tanks did very good 
service, and fleets of airplanes, Brit- 
ish as well as French, swept down 
upon the battlefield before and be- 
hind our infantry, dropping bombs 
and raining down volleys of ‘cart- 


ridges wherever a group of enemy 
soldiers was seen. The numerical in- 
feriority of the French was thus 
made good. 


The block of wooded hills was, 


very difficult to defend, even if the 
enemy had got no further than 
Mareuil,. The woods prevented long 
views and open fields of fire;. the 
deep ravines invited infiltrations; 
the Oise Valley at the back left sup- 
ply and relief columns open. to the 
German guns, and the Matz Valley, 
on the west, was the plain path of 
envelopment, These are the reasons 
why this corner was not held longer. 
Among the wheat and beet fields 
of the gently rolling plateau further 
west, on the other hand, the defense 
had more advantage. There are folds/ 
of ground enough to hide its bat- 
teries and reserves, but in every di- 
rection there are open lines of fire, 
room for manoeuvre and numerous 
railroads. Striking northeast from 
the Estrees Railway, the French 
threaten the German centre. 
To continue the southward march, 
even if jt were-possible, ‘before this 
pressure on the west had been dis- 
posed, of would’ be reckless. Hutier

The river 
itself forms a strong barrier, and to this 
was added the Forest d’Ourschamp 
which skirted the eastern bank between 
these points,-in which forest the French 
from concealed positions could and 
did raise havoc with the attacking 
flank. . But:in’ spite ‘of’ this’ retirement 
the French lines are still well located 
and are still able to withstand the shock 
of the German attack.

' The attack was begun with four- 
teen divisions, at full strength, in 
the line.

About 
twice as many divisions have now 
been thrown into this battle, ten: al- 
ready holding the sector and the 
rest being fresh reserves. 

These figures may be measured by 
the fact that > the total German 
forces in the. west amount to 207 
divisions; and: that of these before 
the offensive only sixty-two were 
in the general reserve, the rest being 
engaged on the front. The more we 
consider in the light of material 
considerations like these what the 
German command essayed and what 
it has accomplished the more we 
shall appreciate the valor of the 
French armies and the qualities of 
their chiefs; and it is impossible to 
do justice to either without such re- 
flection.

PEACE QUESTION ALSO UP 
Belief in Berlin That Teuton Effort! 
_ to End the War’ Will Soon 
_ ‘Sake Shape.

. AMSTERDAM, Juné 12, (Dispatch to 


The Lendon Daily Express.)—The visit 
of.-Count Burian, Austrian . Foreign 
Minister, - to Berlin, is loudly advertised 
in the German newspapers as “ an his- 
torical event.’’  Burian’s visit is cer-| 
tainly of more than usual importance in’ 
view of the fact that.it will be the oc- 
casion of: the first meeting. of German 
and. Austrian statesmen since the two 
Kaisers: met at Whitsuntide at the *Ger- 
man headquarters, when it was decided 


that the Austro-German alliance should |- 


be extended and turned into “‘a defen- 
sive union,"’ embracing Turkey. and Bul- 
garia. ‘ 

Count . Burian’s conversations with 
Count Heftling are sure to deal with this 
extension of-the alliance, and above all 
with the removal of the chief obstacles. 
One of them.is the Polish question; and 
another-is the continuance of a war in 
which Austria has no longer aay in- 
terest.” 

Regarding the Polish muddle Vienna 
and Berlin are alike pledg@éd to creaté 
a new Polish State. The difficulty 
arises when it has to be decided whether 
Germans or Austrians, are to be ‘su- 
preme at Warsaw. Every one inGermany 
except a few far-seeing persons wants 
the greater portion of Poland, and es- 
pecially the mining district of .Dom- 
broyo, simply annexed to Prussia, in 
view of the fact that Poland was con- 
quéredat the. cost of German blood. 
In Vienna the feeling is exactly the re- 
verse. The Poles in Austria do not want 
millions of Polish citizens to come under 


the hated rule of the Prussian King.| 


They wish to _see Poland under the 
sceptre of an Austrian prince, so that 
the practical unification of. the Polish 
race may become possible. 

What adds to the complication of the 
problem is the fact that, even if a 
Vierinese archduke’ was s on the 
Polish throne, ‘Prissia would neévér 
surrender the Polish provinces incor- 
porated in the German Empire. 

Count Burian is said to have come to 
Berlin with a view to defending the 
Austro-Polish solution of the question, 
whereas Hertling and Dr. von Kiihlmann 
are. known to be in favor of a German 
Polish settlement. Nobody either ‘in 
Berlin or Vienna seems to have taken 
the least trouble to consult the Poles 
themselves. 

What will happen nobody seems to 
know, but it is believed that some give- 
and-take plan will be adopted, giving 
Austria apparent control, while Ger- 
many. keeps the real .control in her 
hands. 

The war itself is another . obstacle 
because the Austrian people are utterly 
sick of it. They know that. they could 
obtain-a decent, fair peace, were it not 
for Germany. It is not surprising that 
on the day of Burian’s arrival in Ber- 
lin the Germen Government author- 
ized the publication of news that Count 
Hertling and Hindenburg are negotiat- 
ing regarding,a statement of Germany’s 
war aims to be made shortly. 

On the other hand Count Burian, in a 
series of interviews given to representa- 
tives of Vienna and Budapest news- 
papers, discusses the possibility of an- 
other peace move to be made by the 
Central. Powers, and professes disgust 
at annexations. 

All the indications are that the peace 
problem will have a place in the dis- 
cussions between the two. statesmen. 
Berlin considers it extremely prcbable 
that some peace move will under- 
taken at an early date, as not until 
peace is well on the way and the Polish 
question nearing a solution can the 
Austro-German a@liance work smoothly.

Mr. Gerard. warned his hearers that 
after the war the United States would 
have to face an entirely different eco- 
nomic situation, and when he intimated 
that the Sherman anti- trust law should 
be repealed to meet post-bellum condi- 
ions he was heartily applauded. 

‘Germany," he said, ‘‘has created a 
socialistic method of buying and sellin 
The vernment is in control of all 
purchases and sélling, both in raw ma- 
terials and finished products. If the 
Sherman anti-trust law remains on our 
statute books we will not be able to 
compete in foreign markets after ithe

LONDON, June 12.—Writing in The 
Daily Telegraph, Archibald S. Hurd, a 
naval authority, pleads for a _ unified 
command of the allied fleets in the Med- 
iterranean, especially in view of the 
probable accession to the strength of the 
navies ‘of. the’ Central Powers through 
the acquisition by Germany of the bulk 
of the ships belonging to the former 
Russian Black Sea fleet.

These vessels, 
added to Austria’s considerable fleet, 
would comprise a formidable force. 


MINOTTO DROPS HIS FIGHT. 


Swift’s interned Son-in-Law Dis- 
misses Habeas Corpus Petition.

CHICAGO, June 12.— Count James 
Minotto, son-in-law of Louis F. Swift, 
millionaire packer, now confined at Fort 
Oglethorpe, Ga., today abandoned his 
lezal battle to escape internment as an 
alien enmy for the duration of the war. 

Great surprise was caused by the sud- 
den change of policy.. Henry Veeder, 
chief counsel for Minotto, said: 

‘*Minotto is iriterned upon the sole 
ground that he was born in Germany. 
This fact, of course, is admitted. The 
court held that he was subject to intern- 
ment upon that ground in spite of the 
fact that he was an Italian citizen. 
Since the court has Held it to be the 
law that a citizen of a friendly allied 
country may be interned simply because 
he happens to have been born in Ger- 
many, we must abide by the law.”

The iast previously reported sinking 
was that of the American steamship 
Pinar del Rio off the Maryland coast 
of the mornin of June 8, As the Pinar 
del Rio was sunk off the Maryland 
coast on the morning of the same day 
that the Vindeggen, according to the 
report here, was sunk 120 miles off the 
Hatteras coast, and it is not believed 
that the same. submarine could have 
covered the distance tween the two 
Points the same day, there is every 


the Vindeggen were sunk by different 
submarines. This would mean that as 
late as June\8 not less than two Ger- 
man submarines were active along the 
coast. After these two sinkings two 
days elapsed between the sinking of the 
Vindeggen and the Henrik Lund.

WILL THE GERMAN FLEET COME 
OUT? 

As the Germans, with a touch of 
braggadocio, heralded their land of- 
fensive inthe west, which began a 
little later, than schedule time, on 
March 21, and as they scored unex- 
pected gains in their earlier “ drives,” 
really making good their vaunting, 
the report now put out, apparently in- 
spired, that they will soon seek a sea 
battle“*with the Anglo-American fleets 
‘cannot be dismissed with the skeptical 
comment that the German Navy 
learned its lesson, at Jutland. It is 
true that nearly two years have 
elapsed sincé the» High Seas Fleet, 
after sinking three British battle 
cruisers and three armored cruisers 
and losing, according to a German 
official statement, one battleship, a 
battle cruiser and four light cruisers, 
(the British insist the enemy losses 
.were much greater,) sought safety at 
its base and has ever since remained 
there, , 

In wars of-the past, combatant na- 
tions with the weaker navies have 
risked their fleets in battle sooner or 
later. Even Spain sent her cruiser 
squadron across the Atlantic in 1898 
to try conclusions with the American 
Navy. Italy, with high hopes, suf- 
fered defeat in the ‘Adriatic in her last 
war with Austria, which was.not rated 
as a formidable sea-power by the Ital- 
ians. Germany claimed a victory in 
the battle of Jutland, and, although 
she has since ‘acted on the principle 
that discretion is the better part of 
valor, she may still not fear her fate 
too much and put her faith in the 
High Seas Fleet to the touch again. 
The preface to the German Navy Dill 
of 1900 contained this enunciation of 
policy: 

Even if the strongest naval power 
should succeed in meeting us with a 
fleet of superior strength, the defeat 
of a strong German fleet would so 
greatly’ weaken its own power that, 
notwithstanding its victory, its own 
position on’ the seas would be no 
longer secure. 

It-is conceivable that the German 
Government, ‘elated with what it con- 
sidered a military success in France, 
and planning to make it the basis for 
proposals of peace to that country, 
might send its fleet out to do battle 
in the North Sea, by no means con- 
fident that it could defeat the Anglo-. 
American fleet,. but expecting to sink 
so many of the enemy’s ships that the 
sea power of Britain and the United 
States would be greatly weakened, and 
any plan of a long naval war on Ger- 
many would have to be abandoned. 
The situation would put her in a po- 
sition to drive a hard bargain with 
the allies of France. 

In order to obtain the best political 
results from a.defeat that was not a 
disaster and might be claimed as a 
drawn battle, it would be character-' 
istic of the Germans to give notice 
of their intention to seek a decision 
at sea. In the reports that the High 
Seas Fleet is going out there is the 
same hoastfulness that marked the 
advertising of the offensive that was. 
to end the war in the field. Thus the 
Kieler Zeitung interviews Admiral von 
TrRPITz, asks him if the German Navy 
is strong enough to meet the allied 
fleet; and the father of submarine war- 
fare responds in grandiose style that 
after the land forces have pushed the

The British Admiralty, unruffied by 
the German gasconade, but not ‘de- 
spising the enemy, would welcome a 
trial of strength and gladly embrace 
the opportunity to destroy the High 
Seas Fleet-and elfminaté Germany as 
a sea power. With the formidable 
American dreadnoughts in the battle- 
line, Engiand, which has completed 
many more capital ships than she has 
lost during the war, might count with 
confidence upon @ decisive victory. “It 
is difficult to see how the allied fleet 
could be surprised, except possibly by 
Germany’s use. of new war material— 
for instance, gas shélls. or’ Zeppeliris 
in large numbers carrying tons of 
high explosives. But two can play at 
the game’ of: surprise, and England 
might -have something “up her 
sleeve.” " 

Before the war England was cred- 
ited with thirty-six dreadnought bat- 
tleships, Germany .with twenty, ° and 
the United States with seventeen. At 
the outbreak of war England had.a 
much ‘longer list of .dreadnoughts 
building and planned than Germany, 
and the United States had several 
leviathans on the ways, like the Penn-’‘ 
sylvania and California: Germany 
has probably pushed new construction, 
but,. opposed to Great Britain and the 
United States in a sea fight that was 
to be decisive, Germany would seem 
to be at a paralyzing disadvantage ‘in 
first-line-of-battle ships. ~Could the 
allied fleet be caught napping? It is 
highly improbable. Its scouts are al- 
ways out in great numbers-on the 
North Sea. In a recent month even 
*the big ships steamed 1,000,000 miles, 
and 6,000,900 miles were covered by 
the patrol. 








A MAGYAR HUMORIST AND THE 
KINGS’ UNION. 

A great humorist is Baron BUuRIAN, 
Austro-Hungarian Minister:of Foreign 
Affairs, T1sza’s worthy pupil, whom 
CHARLES the Sudden, near the begin- 
ning of his reign, so suddenly dis- 
missed to give the post ‘to Count 
CzERNIN, whom he dismissed as sud- 
denly and arbitrarily the other day. 
“The Dual Monarchy~ seeks’ no an- 
nexations,” Baron BURIAN’ says. 
While Germany, whose serf Austria- 
Hungary is, has been conquering and 
annexing, in fact if not wholly in 
form, the fattest and richest parts of 
Russia, and is the absolute master. of 
Rumania, Baron BuRIAN’s amiable 
Dual Monarchy Has had no thought of 
conquest or annexation. To be sure, 
the Rumanian frontiers had to under- 
go “rectification” for Austria-Hun- 
gary’s benefit, but, bless you, “ the 
“ annexation of this almost uninhab- 
“ited strip of wooded | Carpathian 
“ passes has nothing to do with the 
“ subjugation of foreign peoples.” 

Of Austrian schemes in the Ukraine 
and Poland, of her part in enlarged 
Central Europe, not a word from the 
Baron. The innocent’ Austro-Hun- 
garian lamb was threatened by the 
Rumanian wolf. ‘“ Our hitherto un- 
protected frontier ” had to be guarded. 
So we grabbed those Carpathian 
passes. Really, it is not annexation 
to take an almost uninhabited strip of 
another country. One would think 
that the wood on those Carpathian 
passes had some magic virtue to 
screen robbery. The Rumanians are 
a subjected foreign _ people. They 
must be kept under the yoke. There 
must be no more talk of wresting the 
Rumanians of Transylvania from the 
mild sway of the Magyar grandees. 

After Brest-Litovsk and the Ru- 
manian peace, Baron BURIAN emits the 
old dulcet phrase of 1916, “ peace by 
understanding.” He professes still to 
believe in it. Well, if peace is far off, 
a thorough understanding of Austria- 
Hungary has at last penetrated the 
Entente Powers. They. know Austria- 
Hungary. They are no longer duped 
by her pretended velleities for peace 
and dissonance with Germany. They 
know her as the chattel of Germany, 
the stool-pigeon of Wilhelmstrasse’s 
peace confidence game. They know 
her as an absolute feudal State, held 
together by. the Magyar and the Ger- 
man minority, the cruel oppressor of 
her subject peoples. Whenever Ger- 
many relapses again into her habit of 
trying to sow dissension among the 
Allies, she needs to use some more 
“honest broker” than Austria-Hun- 
gary. 

The gem of Baron BuRian's “ pat- 
ter” is this: “The Rumanians, I 
“ dare say, are not under thé impres- 
“sion that they have been treated 
“harshly.” Why, this-is excellent 
fooling. Doubtless, the oppressed na- 
tionalities of Austria- Hungary are 
likewise under the impression that 
they have not been treated. harshly. 
That is why the larger towns, in ‘par- 
ticular those of the Slav provinces, 
have just been decorated with official 
placards warning the malcontents, 
the majority of the population, that 
the Government “ will suppress by 
“ force and without pity any attempts 
* at: uprisings. ” Of course, it wilt if 
it can. The new united. support by 
the .Entente Powers. of the national 
aspirations of the oppressed péoples 
eannot but sharpen their long purpose 
to be free. Perhaps the facetious 
Baron ‘would, be wiser to wait for a 
peace by’ understanding. at -home be- 
fore he dangles that ancient and fish- 
like trap before the world again. 

On the day we heard Baron BUBIAN’s 
jests we heard from his master, the 
complete letter writer.

Twelve of the leading New York bank- 
era conferred yesterday ,at the Sub-

Finance Corporation, to whom they 
stated plainly that they were not ih- 
clined to guarantee the obligations of 
con: which sought to obtain finan- 
cial assistance from the Finance Cor- 
poration through the medium of banks 
and trust. companies, The 
pointed out that the provision/ of the 
act calling for virtual bank. indorse- 
ments of-loans made to business con- 
cerns whose operations are ‘‘ necessary 
or contributory to the prosecution of 
was objectionable, on. the 
ound that it wes unsound banking, 
for it called’on the banks to assume 
contingent labilities which it was not 
proper for them to assume, >. 

In brief, the bankers expressed ‘the 
view that unless and until the act was 
amended the usefuln of the War 
Finance Corporation would probably ‘be 
limited to the making of direct advances 
to corporations as provided for in’ Sec- 
tion ¥, which authorizes’ such direct 
loans *‘ in exceptional cases.’

probably not be obtained. Another sug- 
gestion was that the pubile utility com-

enue might be increased and their credit 
standing betteréd to the point where 
banks and’ bankers would be more 
likely to undertake to finance them. .

Governor Harding’s Statement. 
Mr. Harding, who is Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Board and Managing
